Government and Histadrut 
officials are due to meet today to 
resume their negotiations over 
civil-service retrenchments and 
wage compensation for the 
Lowest wage-earners and pen- 
sioners. 

The negotiations were suspended 
last Sunday after the Treasury re- 
jected various Histadrut proposals 
for minimizing public-sector dismis- 
sals. The dismissals issue did not 
feature in the negotiations that pre- 
ceded yesterday's signing of a wage- 
compensation agreement for the pri- 
vate sector. 

The Histadrut central committee 
approved the agreement during a 
five-hour session yesterday, stres- 
sing that the agreement applies to 
the public sector as well, as has been 
the case with all previous cost-of- 
living agreements. 

However, that depends on Fi- 
nance Minister Moda'i signing an 
order extending the agreement to 
the public sector. 

Moda'i yesterday hinted he will 


not extend the agreement unless the 
labour federation agrees to reach an 
accord on the issue of dismissals and 
wage reductions in the civil service. 

Speaking yesterday at a meeting 
of senior officials from the civil ser- 
vice. Moda'i declared that he is still 
after a 3 per cent dismissal of public- 
sector workers and a 3 per cent 
reduction in wages - although he 
said that he is willing to accept any 
other combination as long as this 
achieves the same budget target. 

He added that after the three- 
month emergency period ends in 
October, the government will press 
for further dismissals in the public 
sector, especially in places where the 
workforce has grown in the recent 
months. 

Moda'i declared that this would be 
part of a broader plan to follow up 
the emergency plan and to tackle 
some of Israel's structural problems. 

ModaTs initial refusal to accept 
the agreement almost led to the 
collapse of the negotiations at 4 a.m. 
yesterday, after die agreement had 
already been signed by the manufac- 
turers and the Histadrut.

CAIRO (Reuter). - Egypt has

Those arrested included Moslem 
clergyman Sheikh Hafez Salama, 
whose campaign to place Egypt 
under Islamic law has in recent 
iweeks developed into a trial of wills 
between himself and Mubarak. 

Mubarak has been reluctant to 
apply Islamic law, while Salama 
maintains that its .disciplines would 
provide the solution to Egypt's eco- 
nomic and social problems.

Reagan still plans 
to meet Gorbachev 

WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Presi- 
dent Reagan, making a good recov- 
ery from cancer surgery, yesterday 
authorized administration officials 
to begin preparations for his planned 
summit with Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev in Geneva on November 
19 and 20. 

The White House spokesman said 
a 10-person team would leave for 
.Geneva tomorrow to plan logistics 
for the meeting, such as presidential 
communications, press facilities and 
accommodation. 

It was the first official word that 
Reagan intends to go ahead with the 
summit despite the major intestinal 
surgery he underwent on Saturday 
for the removal of a large tumour 
found to be malignant. 

The spokesman also said Reagan 
had received a message of sympathy 
from Gorbachev. (See story p.4) 


Main points of wage pact

TEL AVIV. - The agreement signed by the Histadrut and the private-sector 
employers yesterday morning in effect suspends the payment of the 
cost-of-living increment for the next three months. In place 'of them wage 
earners in the private sector will receive the following wage supplements: 

• With July wages, payable at the beginning of August, a supplement of 14 
per cent up to a wage ceiling of IS721.734. The supplement will be considered 
a wage component for every purpose. 

• With August wages, payable in early September, a one-time payment of 
12 per cent on the basis of July's wages. This payment will not be considered 
part of wages. 

• Between November and March 1986, a compounded supplement of 12 
per cent in three instalments: 4 per cent in December, 4 per cent in January 
and 3.5 per cent in-Febniaiy. The supplement, which will be regarded as a 
component of wages for every purpose, will be paid until a ceiling to be 
determined at the time of every payment. 

Starting with October's consumer-price index, a new cost-of-living agree- 
ment will come into effect, in terms of when the C-o-L increment will be paid 
when monthly inflation rises above 4 per cent, or every three months, 
whichever is applicable. The increment will be paid at a rate of 80 per cent of 
the Consumer Price Index. 

The old agreement allowed ^payment of the Co-L increment only when 
monthly inflation exceeded 12 per cent. 

The new agreement, which was signed by Histadrut Tirade Union 
Department Chairman Haim Haberfeld and Manufacturers Association 
work committee chairman Uzi Natanel, will be in force until March 31 , 1986, 
by when the two sides are due to have negotiated a new two-year agreement. 
Its application to the public sector depends on Finance Minister Moda’i 
signing an extension order to that effect.

Haberfeld had informed waiting 
journalists that the scheduled gener- 
al strike would go ahead as planned 
that Moda'i relented and agreed ver- 
bally to apply the agreement to the 
public sector. 

The agreement provides for the 
payment of special wage supple- 
ments over the next few months in 
place of the normal cost-of-living 
increments. It also provides for a 
new C-o-L system, starting in De- 
cember. (See’ separate story.) 

The agreement is expected to lead 
to gross wage erosion of some 14 per 
cent, though that could be offset in 
net wages by tax reductions. 

The agreement in effect cancels 
the emergency decrees with which 
the government intended to regulate 
wages. However. Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar 
has acknowledged that the decrees 
could be enforced at any moment. 

The negotiations resuming tomor- 
row will be aimed at thinning out 
civil-service ranks by some 8,000 
without recourse to decrees. They 
will be conducted by Treasury wage 
experts and trade-union leaders, 
foremost among them Civil Service 
Union Secretary Reuven Ben-Ami 
and Clerical Workers Union Secret- 
ary Eliahu Reiff. 

The Treasury has already rejected 
a union proposal that public-sector 
workers accept further wage reduc- 
tions in return for limited dismissals. 
It has also responded negatively to 
demands “that workers agreeing to 
retire voluntarily receive preferen- 
tial benefits." * 

The unions believe that the ranks 
can be thinned by a freeze on hirings, 
and early and voluntary resigna- 
tions. Technicians Union Secretary' 
Zalman Shenkman proposed yester- 
day that work farmed out to private 
contractors be undertaken by gov- 
ernment departments. The unions 
would also like the negotiations to 
take place with each individual un- 
ion. and not with the Histadrut’s 
Trade Union Department. 

Other issues that were not dealt 
with in yesterday’s agreement - and 
which will be the focus of the forth- 
coming talks - are wage compensa- 
tion for the lowest wage-earners and 
pensioners, and the levels of child 
allotments, welfare points and tax 
brackets. 

Treasury officials said meanwhile, 
that the industrialists had promised 
the government that prices will not 
be raised as a result of the wage 
increments to be paid in December. 
January and February. 


COLOGNE. West Germany (AP) - 
Heinrich B6U, the Nobel Prize- 
winning author whose novels and 
short stories captured the essence of 
postwar West Germany, died yester- 
- day, his publisher said. He was 67. 

He was best known for such novels 
as Billiards at Half Past Nine , The 
Clown, Gtoup Portrait with Lady - 
and a series of short stories. 

He used the works, often filled 
with satiric touches, to criticize post- 
war West Germany, its Nazi past and 
militarism. 

B511 won the 1972 Nobel Prize for 


literature. 

A spokesman for his publishers 
said that Boll had been released 
from a Cologne hospital yesterday 
morning. He died in his home in the 
Eifel mountains of Western Ger- 
many. 

He had been sick for some time 
and had been under medical care, 
but the publishing house declined to 
state the cause of death. 

He made numerous trips abroad, 
including three trips to the Soviet 
Union, one to Czechoslovakia and 
another to Israel. 




Ancient ships’ treasures surface in Jerusalem 


collects finds from “dig” off Israeli coast 

(Israel Museum)

A brief parting of the sands off the 
Carmel coast in northern Israel dur- 
ing a storm two years ago has yielded 
a remarkable archeological treasure 
from three sunken ships that will be 
put on public view in Jerusalem next 
week. 

Protected by the deep sands from 
the corrosive effect of the sea, many 
of the objects retrieved by divers 
from the Department of Antiquities 
appear at least as well preserved as 
items found in caves of the Judean 
Desert. Among the objects is a 
sickle-shaped Canaanite sword from 
about the 14th century B.C.E. with 
its wooden handle intact. The un- 
rusted sword which seems almost 
foundry-fresh required virtually no 
cleaning. 

The items were- shown yesterday 
to journalists in the storerooms of

the Israel Museum prior to their 
public display in the Rockefeller 
Museum. The exhibition, entitled 
“From the Depths of the Sea." will 
open July 24 and run for a year. 

No remains of the sunken ships 
were found, but their cargos were 
deposited within a few metres of 
each other on the seabed over the 
course of some 2,800 yeats. 
Archeologists believe the ships may 
have been broken up in storms or 
sunk by pirates. 

The oldest of the vessels, from the 
late Canaanite period, had a valu- 
able cargo of metals including ingots 
of lead, copper and tin. the latter 
probably from the area of Afghanis- 
tan. The lead and tin ingots are" the 
oldest ever found anywhere, accord- 
ing to the curator of the exhibition, 
Osnar Misch-Brandl. 

The ingots were incised with 
markings in the Cypro-Minoan lan- 


guage. indicating that they might 
have been shipped from Cyprus or 
Ugarit farther north on the Levan- 
tine coast. Other items in the cargo 
included the sickle-shaped sword 
and a well preserved metallic horse 
bit. 

A cargo from the Hellenistic 
period (4th to 2nd centuries B.C.E.) 
appears to have belonged to a ship in 
the scrap-metal trade. A narrow- 
necked amphora was filled with 100 
kilograms of bronze pieces, some of 
them deliberately broken to fit 
through the jar's narrow opening. 

The exceptionally well preserved 
contents - free of rust or marine 
accretions - included handsome 
bronze bracelets whose golden gild- 
ing had been scraped off, a jeweler's 
tools, including a calliper and the 
pan of a scale used for weighinggold, 
and the broken pieces of a statue 
comprising part of a figure’s mantle 


with silver inlay. 

“These pieces were preserved so 
well because they were covered by 
the sand," said Misch-Brandl. 

Other parts of larger-than-life 
statuary were found on the seabed 
indicating that at least some of the 
cargo had come from a city large 
enough to discard such statuary to 
the seaborne “alte zachen” scrap 
dealers. 

The third ship was sunk early in 
the 15th century Mameluke period. 
It contained what Misch-Brandl calls 
the largest horde of coins ever found 
at sea - a half-ton of copper coins 
minted in Syria. She noted that the 
coins had tittle relative value even 
then because of the rampant infla- 
tion plaguing the Mameluke empire. 
The coins were still packed in palm- 
frond sacks. The cargo also included 
numerous bronze artefacts such as 
lamps and decorative devices that 


could fit nicely into modem homes 
with an eastern motif. 

Marine archeologist Kurt Raveh 
said the items were found south of 
Haifa in three metres of water and 
less than J50 metres from shore. 

He said a colleague had disco- 
vered ancient items in the area years 
before and returned periodically af- 
ter winter storms to see whether the 
sands had again shifted. In January. 
1983 he found the three cargos re- 
vealed. The items were raised to the 
surface in 10 days before the sands 
closed in again. Participating in rhe 
effort in addition to Raveh were 
Shelly Wachsman of the Antiquities 
Department and Ehud Galili and 
Nissim Sbmueli of Haifa University. 

The exhibition was to have been 
mounted a year ago. museum offi- 
cials said, but the scope and varied 
nature of the finds required pro- 
longed study.

Likud, Alignment drop plan 
to meet on party funding

The Alignment and the Likud 
planned to meet discreetly yesterday 
and discuss how to increase their 
party financing from the state 
budget, but they dropped tbe idea, 
when news of their intention was 
leaked. 

Alignment faction chairman 
Rafael Edri and Likud faction chair- 
man Haim Kaufman have been 
under pressure from the extra- 
parliamentary party bosses since the 
Histadrut elections two months ago 
to find some way to cope with the 
debts incurred during the campaign. 
Thus, they arranged to meet yester- 
day, but changed their minds at the 
last moment. 

At the current level of party 


financing, the parties represented in 
the Knesset get approximately 
IS4.2m . monthly for each MK. 

Although the party bosses allege 
that this sum is steadily being eroded 
by mounting costs, the allocations 
which come from the Treasury are 
the only budget in the country which 
is raised automatically every three 
months in line with tbe cost-of-living 
index. 

Since a good part of party outlays 
are in salaries, the latest 
govermnent-Histadrut arrangement 
gives the parties a considerable 
advantage. They will be required to 
pay their employees the truncated 
cost-of-living compensation, while 
being compensated themselves by 
the Treasury according to the full 
rise in the index.

At 
least there we knew who we are,” 
said one of the marchers. 

“We suffered famine, disease and 
beatings from those who did not like 
us because we are Jews, but we kept 
our faith,* 1 said the man. 

“We are happy to come to Israel, 
to the land of Zion, even though 
many have paid a heavy price and 
some died before they could reach 
the Promised Land. 

“But now we find we have less 
here than we had in Ethiopia. We 
could put up with the beatings and all 
the other things but not a blow to our 
faith." 

He charged that Jews who immi- 
grated to Israel from other countries 
were not ordered to undergo any 
form of conversion, only Ethiopians. 
Jews do not normally convert each 
other, he added. 


Several marchers collapsed, suf- 
fering from heat, thirst and exhaus- 
tion. They were given water by 
police. 

The marchers said nobody else 
offered them food or drink during 
their journey. Earlier the marchers 
blocked the Acre-Safad road. 

Throughout the march, police, 
who emphasized that the demonstra- 
tion was unlicensed urged the Ethio- 
pians to turn back.

Wifo laj^; cutting sharply into 
forciga^fravel, local travel agencies 
are cutting foe prices of flight tickets 
as>ever before. Bat it’s “buyer 
bewSFe’’, because some of the agen- 
ries are expected to gp broke before 
some clients get their' tickets. 

: The biggest price cuts are on 
' . flights to North and South America.. 
The published .price of a round-trip 
fare to the U.S. is $799, the official 
price Jfor all the airlines, but tickets 
are being offered for as low as $650. 

The round-trip fare to South 
America is officially $1,400, but wifo 
a little shopping around one can get a 

ticket for about $ 1 , 000 . 


The agents giving the biggest bar- 
gains, however, are also those in the 
worst financial trouble. Travel 
agents predict that some of the smal- 
ler agencies will go bankrupt in a few 

months. 

‘“They are offering trie tickets at 
just a little above cost, just to keep 
up their supply of capital ” one agent 
told The Jerusalem Post, “but even- 
tually they won’t be able to keep it 
up.” 

The open market is largely a result 
of some airlines offering agents large 
commissions, and the agents accor- 
dingly giving discounts to win cus- 
tomers. 

The .biggest rebates, and the 


cheapest tickets, come from Tower 
Air, now flying as a scheduled airline 
on the New York-Brusseb-Bea- 
Gurion Airport run. Agents expect a 
commission of about 32 per cent. 
Next in line, giving from 20 to 25 per 
cent cuts, are British Air, KXM and 
Air France. 

The International Air Transport 
Association (IATA) used to send 
inspectors around to make sure that 
agencies were charging the full 
feres,” an agent told The Post, “but 
we haven’t seen any for a few years.” 

In the fight for ticket sales, two 
South American airlines began 
paying commissions abroad to 
Israeli agents. Three Tel Aviv travel 


agents were investigated for the 
practice and are now awaiting trial. 
But the real problem, agents say. is 
that at least some of the agents wiU 
not be able to keep up the cycle. 
When they go bankrupt, they could 
well end up owing thousands io the 
large agents, endangering the entire 
travel business. 

For those who think that they will 
be protected by the Tourism Minis- 
try, there is little consolation. The 
ministry licenses agents and de- 
mands a bank guarantee of $300,000 
from new agents, but agencies which 
have been in business for more than 
three years need no guarantee. 

According to Ze'ev EUenberg. of 
the ministry's agents licensing de- 


partment. if an agent goes bankrupt, 
the ministry will use the bank 
guarantee, if there is one. to com- 
pensate clients and suppliers alike 
and not the clients first. 

According to the airlines, once a 
ticket is issued and validated by an 
authorized agent, the airline is duty- 
bound to honour it. even if the agent 
goes out of business afterwards. 
Thus, anyone buying a bargain flight 
should make sure to get the ticket. 
An IATA member should be able to 
issue the ticket immediately upon 
payment. Travellers should be wary 
of agents who say it will take time to 
issue the ticket. The longer it takes, 
the worse trouble they are likely to 
be in. 


Israelis breathe ‘clean air,’ 
environmental report shows

The quality of foe air Trex-Ks 
breathed last year was “generally 
good.” according to the Interior 
Ministry’s Environmental Protec- 
tion Service. 

In his annual report, service direc- 
tor Dr. Uxi Marinov notes that while 
there has been a slight rise in the 
levels of nitrogen-oxide concentra- 
tions along the coastal plain, the rest 
of the country is getting less of that 
now. This has been accompanied by 
a country-wide drop in air pollution 
by sulphur dioxide, be said. 

As for airborne dust, there was no 
increase in levels last year' except in 
Hadera, as a result of the new coal- 
fired electric power generating sta- 
tion. 

“Our network of monitoring sta- 
tions reported very few radical de- 
partures from the norms during the 
year," Marmov says. “Even the 
atmosphere inspection equipment 
located next to the power stations in 
Haifa,- Tel Aviv and Asbdod reg- 
istered only a few deviations from 
the usual. The quality of our air last 
year was generally good.” 

One of the factors in controlling 
air pollution could be the establish- 
ment of monitor-control stations by 
the Israel Electric Corporation in 
conjunction with the Meteorological 
Service. These installations, in op- 
eration since 1982, warn power sta- 
tions of imminent changes m wind 
direction and air density. On the 


basis of these alerts, the stations 
switch from high- to low-sulphur 
fuels until atmospheric conditions 
return to normal. 

The Environmental Protection 
Service says that “in all probability" 
the main source of air pollution in 
the Dan area are the industrial plants 
in and around Bnei Brak. 

As for Jerusalem, the air in the 
capital continues to be good, with 
low levels of sulphur dioxide. 
However, photochemical pollutants 
- notably ozone - are borne into the 
- capital by air movements from the 
coastal plain. 

On foe quality of the country’s 
drinking water, the report says that 
the improvement begun three years 
ago is continuing, as reported by foe 
Health Ministry in its microbiologic- 
al examinations. 

The min cause of unsatisfactory 
drinking water, when discovered, 
has been unsanitary conditions in 
reservoirs. 

Among the measures taken last 
year to maintain the quality of foe 
country’s drinking wafer have been 
construction of a chlorination plant 
for National Water Carrier feed lines 
: at Beit Netufa; two similar plants at 
outlets from the carrier at Tekuma 
and Mafsab; a treatment station for 
Kinneret water, to serve settlements 
in. foe Jordan Valley; installation of 
equipment for removal of iron and 
hydrogen sulphide from w a ter wells 
being drilled in the Arava; and a 
fluoridation plant for the Dan area. _

Moroccan king may receive Jerusalem trees

Morocco’s King Hassan n is to be 
offered five pine and cypress trees 
from Jerusalem for his royal cour- 
tyard. They wiU be set aside fen King 
Hassan today when a forest of 10,000 
trees is dedicated in the capital’s 
Ramot neighbourhood in memory of 
. fils father, Mohammed V. 

The forest is being planted by the 
Jewish National Fund at foe initia- 
tive of foe Association of North 
African Immigrants, in com- 
memoration of foe late king who 
died in 1961 at the age of 51. 
Mohammed V is considered a hero 
by North African Jews, because he 
defended the Jews of Morocco 
against Hitler and refused to allow 


their deportation to Nazi Germany 
during World War n. 

The king viewed his country's 
Jews as a kind of good-luck charm, 
and thought that if they were harmed 
his rule would be endangered. When 
the Germans invaded North Africa, 
he insisted that all his subjects were 
equal and that be would not hand 
over the Jews. 

Former Moroccan Jews now living 
in Israel began to think of an 
appropriate memorial for him about 
six years ago. Some went to his son. 
foe present king whom they say also 
has a favourable attitude towards the 
Jews of Morocco. They proposed 
that a forest bearing his name be 
planted in Jerusalem, and according 


to the JNF. the king silently ac- 
quiesced. Hassan is under consider- 
able pressure from Arab countries 
because of his policy on Israel and 
Jews.

Cutbacks mean ‘bigger risk for IDF’

Budget cuts are forcing foe Israel 
Defence Forces to take bigger 
chances with foe country’s security, 
a senior officer told defence corres- 
pondents Monday. 

The officer also said he believes 
that some- of those urging further 
cuts in the defence budget are “play- 
ing politics” with foe security issue. 

He said he believes Israel will be 
faced with another war, most likely 
involvin g the Syrians. “But no one 
knows when war will break out; and 
we must be ready for a worst-case 
scenario involving a variety of Arab 
countries.'’ 

Israel, said foe source, will have to 
be ready for this eventuality “for a 


long time,” and yet has already been 
forced to cut back military vehicles, 
ammunition and regular forces. 
“During all my years in the army we 
have never had to grapple with the 
budgetary difficulties that we do to- 
day.” he said. 

He added his voice to others that 
have expressed concern at military 
co-operation between Jordan and 
the U.S., saying that joint exercises 
held by foe two have been increasing 
in scope, undoubtedly resulting in an 
improvement in the level of the 
Jordanian forces. The source said 
that Jordan is also developing “very 
close” military ties with Egypt and is 
learning many lessons from the Per- 
sian Gulf war through its contacts 
with Iraq. 


According to the source, the 
Jordanians have not permitted the 
PLO to set up training camps (as 
reported recently), although the 
Palestine Liberation Army con- 
tinues to maintain its camps in Jor- 
dan. 

The Jordanians are also working 
continuously to . prevent terrorist 
activity against Israel from Jorda- 
nian territory, he said, and the 
Jordan-Israeli frontier in general is 
"very quiet." with only “crazies and 
criminals” making the occasional 
effort to cross the border. 

There is no evidence of any 
stepped-up efforts by foe PLO to 
engage in terrorist raids from Jordan 
against Israel, says the source.

Chemical warfare may become routine in ME

THE DANGER of chemical war- 
fare becoming a feature of future 
conflicts in the Middle East has 
grown because of the failure of foe 
international community to stop 
Iraq from manufacturing and using 
poisonous gases in its war with Iran. 

The next step towards foe greater 
use of chemical weapons has already 
been taken by Iran, which is now . 
manufacturing mustard gas at its 
chemical fertilizer plant in Marv- 
dashL According" to a weH-informed 
Iranian source, a considerable 
quantity of mustard gas has already 
been manufactured, tested and is 
now ready for deployment against 
Iraq. 

Once both sides become engaged 
in chemical warfare and have built 
up large stocks, it will be harder to 
deal with this noxious threat.. 

. Iraq first began to use chemical, 
weapons on the warfront over a year 
ago: Last March it again spread 
poisonous gases by rockets, shells 
and aerial bombs in the marsh region 
north of Basra. There are still un con- 
firms hie reports of a further poison 
gas attack on Iranian positions tn

A number of Iranians wounded by 
chemical weapons - some of winch 
are outlawed trader international 
conventions - have been treated in 
West European hospitals. . 

Towards foe end of last March, 
the Iranians succeeded in getting an 
F-4 fighter through Iraqi airspace to 
bomb the SEPP insecticide plants 
where chemical warfare weapons are 
manufactured. However, foe bombs 
fell on wasteland around the factory 
and caused no damage. The Iraqis 
have remained unusually silent ab- 
out this failed Iranian mission. ’ 

THE SEPP plant was originally built 
and supplied by British and West 
German firms in the mid-1970s with 
the specific purpose of manufactur- 
ing agricultural insecticides. Howev- 
er, the Iraqis have had little difficul- 
ty, with foe help of West European 
specialists, in converting the mate- 
rial used for foe manufacture of 


pestiddCs into foe production of 
mustard and nerve gases. 

The SEPP plant’s main infrastruc- 
ture, equipment and raw materials 
were supplied by two West German 
firms. T& Heiberg er company was 
responsible for the construction of 
foe plant and is still braiding exten- 
sions to it The Karl Kolb company 
and its subsidiary, Pilot Plant, are 
responsible for the procurement of 
equipment and chemicals from a 
number of West European sources, 
but mainly from West Germany . 

More recently, a Dutch firm, KBS 
of Temenzen, has been supplying 
equipment and chemicals. 

Some of foe weapons to deliver 
foe gases - rockets and shells - are 
supplied by an Italian firm, PPD of 
Colh Ferro, while a Spanish firm, 
EXPAL. is reported to have sup- 
plied foe Iraqis with aerial bombs. 

. Unexploded bombs of foe Spanish 
type, filled with mustard gas, were 


found by a UN committee 
that was sent to Iran to examine 
its complaints about the use of che- 
mical weapons by Iraq. 

Fears are now being expressed in a 
number of Middle Eastern capitals 
that, unless the use of chemical 
weapons can be effectively stopped 
before they come to be established 
as part of “conventional warfare,” 
they will be built into foe armouries 
of countries in foe region . 

A carious feature of this situation 
is that despite some initial interna- 
tional concern expressed about the 
use of chemical weapons by Iraq, 
there has been little sustained 
follow-up action. It was this failure 
to act against Iraq that led the Ira- 
nians to decide to engage in manu- 
facturing their own chemical 
weapons.

Ida Nudel is sick, harassed, sister says

TEL AVIV. - Ida Nudel's life is in 
danger, her sister liana Friedman 
said at a press conference here 
yesterday, and the only way to save 
her is to get her to Israel to rejoin her 
family. 

“A Soviet doctor diagnosed can- 
cer of the stomach,” Friedman said, 
“but now there is some doubt about 
that diagnosis. Of course, I hope and 
pray my sister doesn’t have a fatal 
illness, but from reports about how 
she walks and how she looks there is 
reason to fear that her general health 
is very poor." 

When Nudel came to the Molda- 
vian town where she is now living 
after four years' exile in Siberia, she 
made some friends there. Friedman 


said, but the police and KGB have 
done everything possible to isolate 
her. Today, people are afraid to be 
her friends, her sister said, and she is 
very lonely. 

In addition, the police are haras- 
sing Nudel with threats of a trial for 
“parasitism,” despite her state of 
health and her being only a few 
months short of the retirement age 
of 55. 

Raya Jaglom. president of World 
Wizo and chairman of Israeli 
Women for Ida Nudel. said she is 
particularly concerned after having 
been told that the head of the Soviet 
delegation to the continuation of the 
Helsinki conference in Ottawa had 
cited Nudel as an example of some- 
one who will not be allowed to leave 
the USSR. 


No basketball league for Jewish terrorists

Yosef Tsuriya and Noam 
Yinon, are in such rehabilitation 
programmes, but they are not 
among the 15 convicts to be sent- 
enced next week. 


Yeshiva head denies Kach posters

The grenade found 
three weeks ago was traced to a 
soldier- an immigrant from the U.S. 
- who was not a student of the

The soldier 
is now in military prison. Riskin said.

White minister sacked 
in Zimbabwe reshuffle 


HARARE (Reuter). - Zimbabwe’s 
Prime Minister Robert Mugabe has 
dis misse d his most prominent and 
respected white minister in retalia- 
tion for the white minority’s support 
of former Rhodesian leader Ian 
Smith in recent general elections. 

Announcing his new cabinet Mon- 
day, Mugabe told a news conference 
there was no place for Agriculture 
Minister Denis Norman in the gov- 
ernment despite the fact he had done 
a “marvellous” job. 

Mugabe said that by voting for 
Smith whose Conservative Alliance 
Party won 15 of 20 seats reserved for 
whites. The 34,000 white voters had 
shown they did not appreciate the 
work Norman had done and there- 


fore did not merit representation in 
the cabinet. 

Hie sackin g of Norman, a former 
head of the country’s economically 
vital Commercial Farmers’ Union 
was greeted with dismay by business- 
man and western diplomats who said 
it was bound to erode white confi- 
dence further following Mugabe's 
harsh criticism of the white poll 
result as “racist.” 

In post-election speeches he 
vowed to scrap the reserved white 
seats as soon as possible. 

In the elections, the ruling Zanu- 
PF party was swept back to power 
. with 63 seats to 15 for Joshua Nko- 
mo’s opposition PF-Zapn and one 
seat for the minority Zantx party. 


Experts studying Air India ‘black box’ 


BOMBAY (Reuter). - Experts in- 
vestigating the crash of the Air India 
jumbo jet last month yesterday 
opened its voice recorder, one of the 
two “black box" recorders which 
could reveal how the disaster occur- 
red. 

The Press Trust of India news 
agency said the voice recorder was 
opened and then cleaned and dried 
at Air India's engineering base in 
Bombay Airport. 

The Dews agency said the recorder 
was later taken to India’s top nuclear 
research centre, the Bhabba Atomic 
Research Centre for analysis. 

If the tape if successfully analysed 


it is expected to reveal the last words 
spoken in the cockpit 

An Air India official said the flight 
data recorder would be opened in 
the next 48 hours. 

The operation started after the 
judge heading India’s official inquiry 
into the disaster set out procedures 
for experts who will try to decode the 
contents. 

The boxes were recovered last 
week after a massive underwater 
search operation in the sea off Ire- 
land where the plane crashed on 
June 23, killing all 329 people on 
board. 


U.S.-Soviet talks stalled 


GENEVA - The U.S. and the Soviet 
Union ended the second round of 
their new arras-control talks yester- 
day with the negotiations still dead- 
locked over President Reagan's 
“Star Wars” space-based defence 
project. 

Chief Soviet negotiator Viktor 
Karpov told reporters: “There has 
been no progress and it’s not our 
fault. The talks are tied to both sides. 
It's incumbent on the second ride 
(the Americans) to change then- 
position,” he added. 

But chief U.S. negotiator Max 
Kampelman. speaking to reporters 
several hours later, gave a more 
positive assessment. 

“We do note a greater emphasis 
on dialogue and a lesser emphasis on 
polemics.” said Kampelman, read- 
ing a prepared statement. He did not 
answer questions. 

Kampelman admitted that “In a 
negotiation as complex as this one. 


an agreement will not be easily or 
quickly arrived at.” 

The talks will resume September 
19, Kampelman said, in the first 
official ann ouncement of a resump- 
tion date. 

The Reagan administration in- 
structed Kampelman not to negoti- 
ate on the Strategic Defence Initia- 
tive, the S26 billion research prog- 
ramme intended to place an anti- 
missile shield in space. 

The Russians have said no prog- 
ress could be expected on reducing 
the superpowers' huge arsenal erf 
long and medium-range nuclear mis- 
siles until the “Star Wars” program- 
me had been abandoned. 

Karpov also referred to a speech 
. by Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
on June 26, in which the Kremlin 
chief said Moscow might have to 
reassess its position at the talks.

Ultimatum to 
South Africa 
on detainee 

THE HAGUE (Reuter). - The 
Netherlands will withdraw its 
ambassador from South Africa un- 
less Pretoria hands back within 48 
hours a Dutchman seized from its 
embassy by South African police, 
the Foreign Ministry said yesterday. 

The row began when Klaas de 
Jonge, 4/, was removed from the 
embassy by South African police last 
Tuesday after he tried to take refuge 
there. 

The Netherlands asked for an 
apology, disciplinary action against 
the police officers and an assurance 
that there would be no further such 
incidents. 

Dutch Foreign Minister Hans Van 
den Broek said on Friday that South 
Africa had given unsatisfactory 
answers, and the Dutch ambassador 
would be withdrawn failing a satis- 
factory reply. 

South Africa’s Ambassador in 
The Hague, David Louw, said on 
Friday a full reply was expected, but 
the Dutch Foreign Ministry said 
yesterday it was still waiting. 

A ministry spokesman said the 
ultimatum was a last attempt to 
break the deadlock.' 

De Johge tried to take refuge in 
the embassy after escaping from 
police during a tour of parts of 
Pretoria where he was alleged to 
have committed offences. 

He has been held without charge 
since June 23 under South Africa’s 
Internal Security Act, which allows 
indefinite detention without trial. 

U.S. soldier hurt 
by Soviet vehicle 

FRANKFURT (AP). - A Soviet 
military vehicle was involved in an 
accident with a U.S. military vehicle 
last weekend in East Germany, in- 
juring an American soldier, a U.S. 
military spokesman said yesterday. 

The spokesman for the U.S. com- 
mand in Beilin said he did not know 
how seriously the American soldier 
had been injured or whether 
Washington had filed a protest in the 
incident. 

He said only that be could confirm 
a report in a West Berlin daily news- 
paper, the TagesspiegeL 

The newspaper reported that a 
vehicle belonging to the U.S. milit- 
ary mission in Potsdam, East Ger- 
many was being followed by the . 
Soviet vehicle last weekend. The 
Soviet vehicle then was involved in 
an accident with the American vehi- 
cle, although the specific location in 
East Germany was not reported by 
the newspaper . 
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LONDON (Reuter). - The reputa- 
tion of Yugoslav leader Josip Tito, 
hailed in the West as war hero and 
world statesman, has been attacked 
by a British writer who says it was 
founded largely on lies and distor- 
tions.

WASHINGTON. - President 
Reagan has been told he had cancer, 
but that chances are better than even 
he was cured by surgery and will 
enjoy both a normal lifespan and 
quick return to full vigour as chief 
executive. 

Doctors gave the 74-year-oldpres- 
ident those opinions Monday after 
they found that a large tumour re- 
moved with 65 centimetres of his 
colon during major intestinal 
surgery on Saturday was malignant. 

White House aides said both 
Reagan and his wife Nancy took the 
news calmly and die president was 
ebullient when he heard the optimis- 
tic outlook for recovery Monday 
afternoon. 

“There is a greater than 50 per 
cent chance that the president now 
has no cancer whatsoever, that there 
are no cancer cells in his body, and 
he is completely cored," said Dr. 
Steven Rosenberg, a cancer special- 
ist and one of several doctors on 
Reagan’s surgical team. 


. After hearing the upbeat medical 
prognosis. Mrs. Reagan left the 
Bethesda Naval Hospital just out- 
side Washington and returned to the 
White House to. carry out her official 
duties. 

“The likelihood is. the tumour will 
never recur,” Rosenberg- said. 
“There was no evidence of spread... 
There is a greater than even 
chance the president will live -a nor- 
mal lifespan. 

“The majority of patients in exact- 
ly the president’s situation would 
certainly survive five years and 
‘beyond.’’ 

The rule of th umb m medicine is 
that cancer victims are totally cured 
if the malignancy has not recurred 
within five years of successful

A White House spokesman said 
the president is still expected, to 
remain in the hospital a total of 
seven re 10 days, which would mean 
he would not retumhome until early 
next week at best.

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Nicaragua adds elite force to battle U.S. I f ^nHhi ’s bloody sari shown 


MANAGUA (Reuter). - Nicaragua 
has created an elite quick-reaction 
military unit trained to fight any 
U.S. invasion force and harass 
occupying American troops. In- 
terior Minister Tomas Borge said 
Monday night. 

Borge disclosed the formation of 
the unit at a ceremony honouring a 
founder of the ruling Sandinista 
National liberation Front (FSLN), 
Commandaotc Julio Biritrago, who 
died in the 1979 revolution which 
brought the Sandinistas to power. 

“In addition to having 200,060 


men in arms who are prepared and 
waiting for the arrival of U.S. 
Marines, we have special compart- 
mentalized structures which in the 
case of an invasion, will respond 
violently and implement thousands 
'of mechanisms for making the life of 
the enemy impossible.” Borge said! 

On Sunday, Defence Minister 
Humberto Ortega said the Sandinis- 
tas had issued 200,000 rifles to civi- 
lian militias in preparation for a U.S.

Prostitutes loss of livelihood’ 
angers UN conference women 


NEW DELHI (AP). - Prosecution 
in the Indira Gandhi -murder trial 
yesterday offered as evidence the 
bloodstained, buUet-ridden saffron 
sari the prime minis ter was wearing 
when she was . gunned down last 
October. 

Prosecuter K.L. Arora displayed 
the cotton sari, a matching blouse 
and a petticoat to Dr. T.D. Dogra 
for identification. Dogra, who per- 
formed the autopsy on Gandhi’s 
body on October 31, identified the 
clothes as those the prime minis ter 
was wearing on the day of her death. 

Six packers containing bullets 
fired at Gandhi, including two re- 
moved from her body, also were 
opened in the makeshift courtroom 
inside high security Tlhar Jail where 
the trial is being conducted. 

According to the official post- 


mortem report seven bullets -were 
lodged inside her body but only two 
were taken out during an autopsy in 
all. Gandhi suffered 30 entry 
wounds, although the autopsy found 
that most of the bullets exited her 
body. 

The trial was conducted as the 
three Sikhs 'accused of the murder 
sat behind a bullet-proof glass. They 
are Satwant Singh, Gandhi's security 
guard accused of shooting her, Bal- 
bir S ing h, an inspector in the prime 
minister’s security team, and Kehar 
Singh, a civil servant. 

Both Balbir Singh and Kebar 
Singh are accused of c riminal con- 
spiracy in the case.- Another Sikh 
security guard, Beam Singh, who 
■ allegedly fired at Gandhi, was killed 
by commandos on the scene. 


NAIROBI (AP). - Angry women 
from a dozen countries launched a 
protest against reported roundups of . 
prostitutes and beggars before the 
start of the UN Decade for Women 
Conference. 

“We don't want people to lose 
their livelihood because we are 
here,” said Selma James, an Amer- 
ican living in London. “I feel strong 
concern because our coming 
together cannot be the occasion for 
women to be persecuted.” 

Hundreds of Kenyan prostitutes, 
street hawkers and beggars re- 
portedly were arrested on vagrancy 
charges or dispersed before the start 
of the conference and the non- 
governmental workshops called 
forum *85. 

The protesters began collecting 


signatures for a petition which they 
intend to present to Kenyan author- 
ities. 

Deputy Police Commissioner 
Harrison Musau denied that prosti- 
tutes were targeted for the crack- 
down. He attributed their sudden 
disappearance to the large numbers 
of police patrolling streets during the 
July 15-26 UN conference. . 

“It’s normal law enforcement, but 
more active because we are many,” 
the police official said. “Only vag- 
rants-people carrying no cash-are 
being arrested,” he added. 

However, there have been com- 
plaints made by some Nairobi fami- 
lies that their teenage children, mis- 
taken for prostitutes, have been 
picked up in the sweep on their way 
home from school. 


Afghan rebels reported 
in major new offensive 


ISLAMABAD. - Afghan guerrilla 
attacks on Communist military posts 
in the Panjsher Valley .have de- 
veloped into a major offensive in- 
flicting heavy losses on Kabul's 
army. Western diplomats said 
yesterday. 

The rebels held off Soviet com- 
mandos trying to push them out of 
the Puzhgbur military post which 
they captured last month and had 
forced Communist troops further 
down the valley, the diplomats said. 

Reports reaching Kabul said most 
of the 400 Afghan soldiers sent to 


retake tire post were killed or surren- 
dered and several hundred rein-: 
forcemeats were killed, wounded or 
captured, they said. 

The diplomats said they thought 
the Soviet army, which took the 
valley floor in an all-out offensive in 
April 1984, would probably launch 
another assault to reestablish its slip- 
ping control .

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THE JEWS of Zagreb are part of a 
dying community, and in time all .* 
traces . of then- ever having existed 
may be . obliterated. Of a vibrant 
community numbering 12,000 souls 
before. World War EL* just a few

And because of a shortage of 
burial places in the Mirogoj muni cip- 
al cemetery of Zagreb, the remains 
of Jews buried in the Jewish potion 
are being dug up and reinterred in 
mass graves, with their crypts being 
sold to non-Jews. 

Mirko Taussig, a native of Zagreb 
and now an Israeli, recently returned 
to Yugoslavia for the first time since 
he left in 1948. An important reason 
for the trip was his desire to see again 
the grave of his father, Hrnko, who 
died in 1935 and was buried in Miro- 
goj. Mirko’s mother, three brothers 
and a sister were murdered by the 
Nazis; their burial places are un- 
known. 

Mirko remembered the Jewish 
section of Mirogoj as a place of 
exceptional beauty. Many of the 
family crypts were marked by mas- 
sive, polished granite headstones; 
some graves were even adorned by 
bronze or stone statues. 

As he passed through the iron gate 
in the high stone walls surro unding 
the cemetery it appeared at first that 
not much had changed, but as he 
walked towards his fathers grave, he 
was surprised to see tombstones 
marked with crosses. 

Walking to the far edge of the 
Jewish section, he was reassured to 
see the granite "Moses,” created by 
Maestrovic, Yugoslavia’s foremost 
sculptor; which he remembered 
from his childhood. With one finger 
of his bent right arm, Moses points to 
the twin tablets of the Law which he ■ 
holds in his left arm. Someone had 
stock a bouquet of pink flowers in 
the crook of the left arm, lending the 
imposing statue an inappropriately 
rakish air. 

Behind the statue was a recent 
addition, a low granite wall with a 
Hebrew inscription: "In memory of 
the Jewish soldiers who fell in the 
war against fascism, and of the Jew- 
ish victims who were killed by the 
Croatian fasdsts.“It was a terse tri- 
bute, thought Mirko, to immeasur- 
able courage and suffering. 

When he finally reached his 
father's grave, he found it as he 
remembered it, with a modest stone 
marker that had been weathered by 
time. He was shocked, however, to 
see that the grave next to his father’s, 
though marked by an old headstone 
bearing the name of a Jewish family, 
was freshly dug. 

While Mirko stood talking with a 
stonemason about repairs to his 
father's grave, be heard die loud 
strains of a brass band. The musi- 
cians aproached at a‘brisk_ pace,_ 
folldwed'by a hand-drawn cart car-

tying a casket, behind which came a 
crowd of mourners. The procession 
stopped at the open grave next to ■ 
Hinio’s. 

In a service conducted by a priest, 
the gentile corpse was laid 'to rest in 
the Boms tern family crypt, and as 
the grave was filled, a temporary 
marker in the shape of a cross was 
erected bdhind the headstone. 

When Mirko spoke to a faintly 
friend in Zagreb, about this episode , 
he was told that if it were not for her 
efforts, his father's remains, too, 
might have been removed. 

“The cemetery extends for miles 
and miles,'’ she said, “but there is 
simply not enough room in it to meet 
the needs of the city. The cemetery 
belongs to the municipality, but the 
crypts are private property, and re- 
main so as long as the annual fees - 
about $6.50 - are paid. 

“For many Jewish families, there 
is amply no- one left to pay the fee, 
so, after 30 years of burial, the 
remains may be dug up and the crypt 
sold to someone else. Even if there is 
someone left, that person is Hkely to 
be old and poor and may not be able 
to afford the fee, and so may be 
persuaded to sell the crypt. 

“As for your father’s grave, the 
authorities have urged me repeated- 
ly to sell it, accusing me of maintain . 
mg ft for my own eventual use.”

* PRAISE FOR 
DEMOCRACY

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NO POLITICAL system allows in- 
dividuals and nations to advance 
better than democracy, says Jose 
Antonio Rompio Feriz, whose 
country returned to the. democratic 
fold in December 1983 after seven 
years of totalitarian rule. 

Rompro Feriz is governor of the 
Ar gentinian province of Corrientes 
f and a newspaper publisher; he was 
here in Israel recently as part of a 
120-member Argentinian delegation 
who came to see a Jewish National 
Fund project -. 

The delegation unveiled a monu- 
ment in EshtaoL near the Shimsbon 
junction, to Jose de San Martin 
(1778-1850), -who fought for the in- 
dependence of South America. San 
Martin and Simon Bolivar led the 
Argentine, Chilean and Peravianie- 

■ volutions against Spain. One. of the 

aims of the JNF project is to stceng- 
J. tiien tide bonds between Argentina 
* and Israel - two couq tries that have 
•broken free of foreign role. •; 

In 1983, when ArgentinaVmilit- 
y ary junta was replaced by.dvifian 
rule, Raul Atfonsm bedims the 


country's president. He was. sche- 
duled to come with the' delegation 
but dropped out at the last inmate. 
There was speculation that he 
wanted to avoid a backlash from 
Arab countries trading with Argenti- 
na. 

Rompro Feriz rejects this sugges- 
tion , explaining that pressing econo- 
mic matters had kept; AJfonsm at 
home. He noted that his president 
| pd also cancelled a trip to Geneva 
re address the International Labour 
Organization. He also defended 
Alfonsin’s imposition of stringent, 
economic measures, aimed at reduc- 
ing Argentina's debilitating foreign 
debt and skyrocketing inflation, 
both of which qje among the highest . 
in the world. 

Yet thp two men are political 
rivals, belonging to different parties, 
and Rompro Feriz makes no secant 
of his ambitions to replace Alfonsin 
as president. . . 

Rompro Feriz says that when 
democracy fails, the politicians who 
rfatm embracederaxxTacy are at. 
fault, and not democracy itself. 


Of the three original divisions of 
the cemetery - Jewish, Christian and 
Moslem - only ihe Moslem section 
remains unmixed, she added. Just as 
Christians can buy Jewish crypts, so 
Jews can - and do - buy crypts in the 
Christian section. 

A recently constructed cremator- 
ium should take some of the pressure 
off the Mirogoj cemetery, but the 
Jewish tombstones - among the last 
visible traces of a vanishing com- 
munity - which have been replaced 
by Christian markers, are gone for- 
ever. 

A QUIRK offate (or history) has led 
to another case of ironic mixing In 
Zagreb. At the Ladoslav Scwarz 
Jewish Old Age Home, nuns who 
are trained nurses tend the chroni- 
cally ill. Geriatric care at the institu- 
tion, which is the only Jewish old-age 
home in Yugoslavia, is considered to 
be the best in Zagreb. 

Named after the man who built 
the first Jewish old-age home in 
Yugoslavia, the Scwarz home was 
buflt with aid from the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee. and is main- 
tained. by the JDC. the local Jewish 
, community and residents who can 
afford to pay a fee. One elderly 
woman there came to the home after 
living for many years :n Jerusalem, 
where she ran a successful bakery. 

A cabinet in the spotless corridors 
of this home displays crafts created 
by the residents. Among the many 
Jewish ritual items is an exquisitely 
embroidered holla cover with the 
label, "Josipa Sulhof, age 85.” 
These items, together with the frail 
inhabitants of the home, are the 
living relics of a once-thriving Jewish 
community. 




SUMMERTIME and vacation time, 
and thousands of families will be 
travelling in Israel and abroad.

The Dagon Hotel in 
Ashketon used to have a sign saving 
“Since no dog has ever stolen' the 
towels or silverware, nor have they 
insulted the staff, we welcome 
canine visitors.*' I stayed there with a 
large German Shepherd a few years 
ago. and the stay was lovely. The 
kitchen staff, unasked, even pro- 
vided a doggy bag of meat scraps 
every day after lunch. 

You can take a dog along some- 
i times, but not a cat. So then you 
come to the other two choices. Do 
you leave them with someone? Or 
do you board them out commercial- 
ly? Most people are convinced that 
the animal will be happier in some- 
one's home than in a boarding ken- 
nel. I am not sure that this is true, *

and was run over. And while you can 
claim compensation from a kennel 
(as if compensation could ever be 
enough), you can’t really do this with 
a friend/ The truth is that unless 
friends are experienced with anim- 
als. it's hard for them to be responsi- 
ble for keeping a pet that doesn't 
want to be kept in. 

THE OBJECTION to kennels is 
usually the expense, but people try 
to find other reasons, A kennel 
should be carefully checked out be- 
fore trusting one with a pet, but most 
people ask all the wrong questions, 
concentrating on whether they walk 
the dog etc. rather than cleanliness, 
type of diet fed, handler attitude 
and, most important, who is their 
vet. 

Many kennels take both dogs and 
cats, and the Sha'ar Hagai Kennel 
near Jerusalem has also been known 
to board -parrots, snakes, guinea 
pigs, hamsters and other less usual 
pets. 

If you decide to leave your pet 
with someone, be sure to supply the 
food your pet ljkes. it's own food 
dish, blanket, flea powder, brush, 
etc. You should also give the pet to 
them a couple of days earlier than 
your departure, because often, after 
24 hours, people decide they really 
can't keep the animal. In any case, 
whoever you leave the pet with, you 
should leave them the telephone 
number of your vet, and you should 
tell them that if for any reason they 
cannot take care of the pet, they 
should place it in a kennel. You 
should tell them. also, which kennel 
you prefer. 

If you decide on kennel boarding, 
then do visit the facility in advance.

Look at the kennels. Are they dean? 
Is there an overpowering odour of 
disinfectant? Like nursing homes, 
kennels often cover up the lack of 
good sanitation with quantities of 
lysol. A good kennel does not need 
this since soap and water is adequate 
if applied with a good brush and a 
strong elbow. A lot of pet owners get 
hysterical over the fact that their pet 
is going to miss them. Of course it 
does. Bur in IS years of experience 
with this situation. I have yet to see a 
dog or cat that pined so badly that it 
couldn't be coaxed into eating and 
even playing. This is why handler 
attitudes are so important, for more 
than the kennel size. 

Remember that if you are plan- 
ning to kennel board your pet, it 
must have all its vaccinations op to 
date. Not just rabies vaccination as 
required by law. but distemper, lep- 
tospirosis and hepatitis shots for 
dogs and parvo virus inoculation, 
and panleukopenia and gastroenter- 
itis shots -for your cat. 

By and large I prefer to kennel my 
pets and be safe. The exception to 
this is the very old dog or the very 
young puppy. Both of these do best 
in a home. However, it's hard to find 
a friend who is willing to continue 
the house training of a pup, and this 
is an important factor. One really 
should try not to acquire a puppy just 
before going on vacation, inter- 
rupted training at this age can make 
for a very long, confused training 
period in the future. If, however, 
there is no choice, then try to get a 
kennel that has outdoor pens with 
earthen areas so the puppy does not 
acquire the habit of relieving itself 
on a floor, since this is a habit that is 
hard to break.

TEL AVIV. - While experienced 
older divers collected die Maccabiah 
medals yesterday, it was “The Kid 
from Canada” who drew the greatest 
acclaim from both the experts and an 
enthusiastic crowd at the Tel Aviv 
Country Club. 

Andre Sabah of Montreal is the 
youngest competitor in the 12th 
Maccabiah. He is 11 years old, 
stands 1.3m. and weighs 70 lbs. , and 
the Canadian delegation have 
adopted him as their mascot, with 
the nickname of “The Little' Flea." 

The baby-faced diver, who began 
diving at die age of four, is deadly 
serious about the sport. “I want to be 
an Olympic diver and I am aiming 
for the 1992 Games," Andre told 
me. Already, he trains three hours 
daily five days a week, under profes- 
sional coach Dezso Kiefer, who is 
here with his protege. 

Sabah does about 40 dives from 
both the 3m. and 10m. boards during 
a training session. He narrowly mis- 
sed Maccabiah medals yesterday, 
finishing 4th in the 10m. diving by 
only five points, and 5th in the 3m. 
event.

the Spring Garden School for the 
Dollard des Onneaux Swim Club. 
The Maccabiah is Sabah's first inter- 
national competition outside of 
Canada, though he did win three 
gold medals in the Canadian Nation- 
al Championships for competitors 
up to the age of 12. He won second 
place among seniors in the Quebec 
championships. 

The highly experienced diving re- 
feree, Geoffrey Sussman., of Austra- 
lia, said of Sabah yesterday, "He has 
incredible potential. Already be 
dares to do very difficult dives from 
both boards, which some men divers 
would not attempt. He performed 
extremely well here, and will do 
much better in the future.’' 

From here, Sabah will go on to 
World Age Group Championships 
in the U.S.

A really high-class performance 
by Kim Engel, a blonde 19-year-old 
student at tbe University of Miami, 
delighted and amazed the audience. 
She won two gold medals on her 
Maccabiah debut in both the 
womens 3m. and high board.

many, China and the USSR.

■. Robert Slavitf has .established as 
good a track record as anyone could 
ask in his four years of investing in 
Israeli high-tech companies - all ten 
of his projects to date are showing 
good progress, and some are far 
ahead- of even the most optimistic 
hopes. 

< Now tbe investor of Potomac, 
Maryland has decidedthat his record 
speaks for itself and he is beginning 
to spreadthe idea of business invest- 
ments in IsraeL among a far wider 
circle than his own friends and com- 
munities in the Washington area. He 
has taken on a partner who is 
traversing the U.S. , contacting Jew- 
ish stockbrokers, and investment 
bankers and explaining in ooid busi- 
ness language why and how these 
investments can be such money- 
spinners. 

Slavitt is presently in Israel on 
what he calculates to be his 17th'trip 
in the last six years. Long active in 
the Jewish community for philan- 
thropic causes, he visited Israel first 
under UJA auspices in 1979. What 
he learned on that trip and the 
contacts he made persuaded him 
that he should be doing business with 
Israel directly. 

His breakthrough came in 1981, 
when he put together his first deal 
with the Elco company of Ramat 
Gan. In a typically-structured deal, 
Elco contributed the technology and 
Slavitt became a general partner, 
heading a limited partnership of 
American investors, who put up $2.6 
million. This sum was matched by 
the office of the Chief Scientist, a 
government organization that prom- 
otes R&D investments. 

The project in question involved 
an Israeli invention which put artifi- 
cial intelligence into an industrial 
robot used for arc-welding. While 
specialized, this achievement had a 
clearly defined market and today, 
four years later, it is being marketed 
m the U.S.. with some of the largest 
American and Japanese corpora- 
tions also seeking to obtain market- 
ing rights. 


_ Slavitt and his investors get royal- 
ties from the sales. If the company 
advances far enough to go public and 
issue shares, they “get in on the 
ground floor” and obtain an equity 
stake in the company prior to the 
public offering. 

The U.S. investors are in a no-lose 
position from the word go, because 
of the generous provisions of Amer- 
ican tax law, which allow them to 
write off their investments as they 
are made. Thus, for every $100,000 
the partnership puts up, tbe Chief 
Scientist lends it a further $100,000 
(at 5% for 12 years, with no interest 
payable for 42 months and Jhe prin- 
ciple repayable after 12 years, fol- 
lowed by the deferred interest) and 
the entire $200,000 may be written, 
off against tax. For those in a mar- 
ginal tax rate of 50%, the investor’s 
original $100,000 may be written off, 
almost in to to, in the year it is made. 

Other than not losing, the deals 
are structured so that - if the com- 
panies in question deliver the goods 
- the investment is returned through 
royalties within four years or so. If 
tbe company is extremely successful 
and goes public, then the original 
investors dean up a very tidy profit. 

The important part is trying to find 
the companies that are going to be 
either successful or very successful, 
since .that is what this form of seed- 
money investment is all about. . 

Slavitt’s record shows that he has 
mastered his arc. He explains that 
the secret is based, first and fore- 
most, on professionalism. Each 
situation that he ends up investing in 
takes him "half a year of my life” to 
put together. 

An Israeli company. World Tech- 
nology Corporation, does screening 
for tern and presorts him with invest- 
ment possibilities that it feels have 
both technological feasibility and de- 
finite marketing potential. Each of 
these is a necessary condition, but 
not sufficient by itself. 

Slavitt then does further research 
on the suggestions, often bringing in 
further experts, whether Israeli or 
American. Only when all the screen-

ing and assessments are done, and 
the idea has been picked over from 
every angle, does he go about raising 
funds for it. 

In his ten deals to date, be has 
raised about SlSm. from his limited 
partnerships, with the Chief Scien- 
tist doubling that sum through his 
loans.

His horizons are now widening 
and Robert Slavitt is sending out the 
word from Washington to points 
west: it is possible to invest in Israel, 
do well- and feel good. No sweat.

EL AL has joined an lata compu- 
ter system designed to locate lost 
luggage.

SWISSAIR recently published a - 
list of kosher restaurants and hostels 
in 22 European countries, including 
the East Bloc. The list prepared in 
cooperation with British Chief Rab- 
bi Sir Immanuel Jakobovitz. in- 
cludes hundreds of hotels, res- 
taurants and shops as well as the 
names and addresses of the chief 
rabbis in various towns. In Rumania, 
for example, there are 12 kosher 
restaurants and two kosher hotels. 

JAPAN AIRLINES and El A1 re- 
cently concluded a seminar for some 
150 travel agents to boost travel to 
Japan for the Expo' 85 exhibition. 

BRITISH AIRWAYS said the 
number of passengers to Israel had 
risen by 6% in June, but was likely to 
drop by 3% or 4% during July and 
August. Officials had hoped for an 
increase in tbe number of summer 
passengers here and therefore 
arranged for an extra weekly flight, 
but they maintained the projected 
drop was not serious. 

SABENA recently began repre- 
senting Zaire's Tourism Ministry in 
Israel to promote visits there. It will 
represent Zaire (a former Belgian 
colony) also in South Africa, the 
Ll. S. and Japan. 


‘Realistic’ exchange rate 
to replace export grants

Exporters’ profitability will no 
16nger.be guaranteed by grants 
charged to the state budget but by 
the offer of a “realistic” rate of 
exchange and low-interest loans in 
foreign currency. 

This was decided upon this week 
by the Treasury budget director 
Aharon Fogel and the director of the 
Investment Centre, Yoram Blizovs- 
ky. The centre is a unit of the Minis- 
try of Industry and Trade. 

The two officials told reporters 
that under the government's new 
economic policy, state subsidization 
of exporting activity will no longer 
take the form of grants from the 
special Export Financing Fund. In- 
stead, exporters will be eligible for 
dollar loans at the so-called “Euro- 
plus-two-per-cent” rate, keyed to 


tbe interest paid on Eurodollar 
loans. As a result, credit in shekels 
will no longer be given. 

Besides meeting the requirements 
of the new economic policy, removal 
of the subsidy from the exporters* 
fund means Israeli compliance with 
the recently signed Free Trade Area 
agreement with the U.S. That pact 
specifically prohibits direct sub- 
sidization of exporters’ activities by 
either government. 

The Treasury believes that the 
new method of assisting exporters 
will not make it harder for them to 
compete in world markets. It is also 
expected that exporters’ profits will 
be ensured in the future as well, 
since Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'i has promised them that any 
deviations from the government's 
wage control guidelines will be 
matched by updating the manufac- 
turers’ export exchange rate.

- China has 
arranged to borrow $2 billion from a 
syndicate of 67 Japanese banks to 
finance part of its 1986/1990 de- 
velopment programme, the Bank of 
Tokyo has announced. 

The 10-year loan facility, carrying 
interest at V<% above the Loon In- 
terbank offered rate (Libor) for the 
first six years can be drawn on during 
tbe five years from the date of sign- 
ing. •

borrow $2b. from 22 Japanese banks 
which expired last month without 
beingused.

Shares run amok on low index

TEL AVIV - The boom atmosphere 
gathered steam in yesterday's share 
trading, with rising issues swamping 
declining ones and volume rising 
strongly. The bond market was 
almost non-existent as at half-year 
the exchange reorganizes the series 
of bonds which are put in each group 
for trading purposes, according to 
the length of time until maturity. 
Index-linked bonds may come under 
severe selling pressure when the 
trading resumes, as the lower than 
expected June index couples with 
the now-strengthened price freeze to 
depress demand for linked invest- 
ment vehicles. The dollar continues 
to sink against the shekel, so that 
dollar-tinked investments are cur- 
rently even less popular than index- 
linked ones. 

In the “arrangement” sector of 
dollar-linked bank shares prices fell 
and yields rose back to the 16% 
level. 

This was. however, the only part 
of the share market to show any 
weakness. Everywhere else, prices 
surged ahead by margins of 10% and 
often more. Sectoral gains of 5-7% 
were commonplace and the non- 
“arrangement” bank sector's blast 
of 11.11% was the best of the day. 14 
issues rose for every one that fell, 
and outside of the “arrangement'' 
group there were almost no de- 
clines.

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> ' Wrong end of the stick 

ONE OF THE biggest bones of contention in the current 
negotiations between the government and the Histadrut has 
been the p lann ed sacking of 8,000 or 10,000 public sector 
employees. 

Like some other components of the government's program- 
me, the firing of 3 per cent of the civil servants has little to do 
with stabilizing the economy. Since the workers that are to be 
fired will be entitled to - and will get - severance pay (which in 
the case of veteran employees may be as much as two or even 
three years' salary), there will be no budget savings this year or 
even the next from their dismissals. 

Nor is there any reason to believe that the public service will 
become more efficient just because three per cent of its workers 
will be sent packing, while the remaining 97 per cent will have 
to take lower wages. 

What then is the purpose of the whole exercise? The only 
explanation is that the econocrats have taken a ride on the 
emergency programme to pursue extraneous goals. 

True, our public sector is bigger than our productive sector 
can support. Part of the reason is that our productive sector is 
not itself productive enough , and that its inefficiency makes the 
burden of a bloated and inefficient public service even worse. 
But that betrays a bad system. 

Instead of launching a bold attack on the system - for 
instance by negotiating with the Histadrut an increase in the 
mobility of public sector workers, so as to make it possible to 
transfer dvil servants from one job to another, and from one 
ministry or public service to another - the government has 
chosen to convince the Histadrut that the axe is superior to the 
scalpel. 

The former director of the Treasury's budget division, 
Yaacov Gadish, has estimated the annual turnover of public 
servants at 20,000 a year. Even if his estimate is exaggerated, 
the natural attrition is certainly far bigger than the number of 
public servants that are to be fired now. What the government ' 
ought to do then, is to stop hiring more people, while making 
sure that it can move people from one job or workplace to 
another. 

Such a reform would not cost the government any money, 
would not hurt the workers, would do wonders for efficiency, 
and would reduce the size of the public service much more 
quickly than the plans that keep the prime minister, the finance 
minister and the Histadrut’s secretary-general awake till day- 
light. 

Needless affront 

THE airlift operation of Ethiopian Jews to their Israeli 
homeland was undertaken on the understanding that they were 
Jews. Over a decade already their Jewishness had been 
affirmed by the then Sephardi Chief Rabbi, Ovadia Yosef, with 
the concurrence of his Ashkenazi colleague, Shlomo Goren. 
Later the government of Israel applied to them the Law of 
Return. 

True, Ethiopia’s communist ruler, Mengistu Haile Mariam, 
ruled that the so-called Falashas were not Jewish at all, and he 
complained that they had been “abducted” by the Israelis. But 
the immigrants themselves knew better, having kept the old 
faith for centuries in the face of discrimination and persecution. 
Otherwise they would not have undertaken the hazardous 
journey which in the end brought them to the Promised Land. 

They knew - or at least they thought they knew - that they 
were loyal Jews, and incontrovertibly so. 

What they did not know was that their Jewishness was in fact 
a matter of controversy within Israel; that their long separation 
from the main body of Jewry and their ignorance of the Oral 
Law made them suspect in the eyes of most of Israel’s rabbis; 
and that on arrival here they would have to undergo a form of 
conversion signifying a ‘"renewal of the covenant” before they 
could satisfy the rabbis that they were “complete” Jews. 

Since their return home, the Chief Rabbinate has dropped its 
original demand that all male Ethiopians submit to a symbolic 
circumcision; But it still insists that most of them, male and 
female alike, go through a ritual immersion, without which 
their Jewishness remains suspect, and they cannot be legally 
married. Some of the immigrants have given in to the demand. 
But most of them, it seems, keep resisting it. 

To them, it is not only absurd but degrading. It reminds them 
of the hated baptismal ceremony, which the Christians in their 
native land tried to force them into, but mostly they resent the 
implication that they, who lived proudly as Jews back in 
Ethiopia, should have their Jewishness challenged in their own 
land. 

A handful of rabbis, headed by Ovadia Yosef, now an 
ex-chief rabbi, have sided with the immigrants. But the 
incumbent chief rabbis, Mordechai Eliahu and Avraham 
Shapira, will not budge. 

Rabbis in earlier centuries, when Orthodoxy reigned sup- 
reme, would have deliberately closed their eyes even to 
outright heresy if by doing so they could bring straying sheep 
back to the fold. But Rabbis Shapira and Eliahu assert their 
clerical authority by adhering to rigidly dogmatic rules of 
exclusion. 

Yesterday’s Ethiopian protest march, launched from Car- 
miel and Afiila, was called off en route to Tel Aviv when the 
marchers were promised that Premier Shimon Peres would 
meet with them and also discuss their grievances with Rabbi 
Eliahu. But mere discussions will not do: action must be taken 
to remove the humiliation inflicted on the Ethiopian Jews who - 
came here in “Operation Moses.” 

At stake is nothing less than Israel’s standing as the land of 
the ingathered Jewish exiles. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


AN Indian, who was slap* 
IaI ped by bis wife was granted 
LBEh divorce by a high court on 
tbe grounds that the smack 
amounted to cruelty. 

Madhya Pradesh High Court chief 
justice Virendra Gyani also ruled 
that by threatening to commit 
suicide, the wife had treated her 
husband cruelly and he has the right 
to divorce her. 

Gyani said the 24-year-old wife 
not only threatened to commit 


suicide but frequently abused her 
husband, a bank employee. 

The Sikh couple married in 1979, 
and a year later the husband filed a 
divorce suit in the district court of 
Ujjain, a temple dty in central India. 

In 1983, the district court rejected 
the suit and the 25-year-old husband 
filed an appeal. 

The appeal was heard in dosed 
court. The judge directed that the 
names of the couple not be pub- 
lished.

The basis for peace 
negotiations

IS PEACE at hand in the Middle 
East? In light of past experience, it 
would be foolhardy to say yes. But 
there are hopeful developments. 
King Hussein, on his recent visit 
to Washington announced that the 
PLO is finally prepared to accept 
Security Council Resolutions 242 
and 338. Arafat, characteristically, is 
refusing to confirm or deny this. 

There are, however, catches in 
the King's apparently forthcoming 
pronouncement. He stipulated, that 
peace negotiations be conducted 
under international auspices. 
Apparently, this would involve the 
Soviet Union. , 

Such an umbrella is unacceptable 
to both the U.S. and Israel, in view 
of the futility of the Geneva Confer- 
ence and the pro-Arab role of the 
Soviet Union in Middle Eastern 
affairs. 

Hussein also stipulated that PLO 
representatives be included in tbe 
Jordanian delegation to the peace 
negotiations. 

The inclusion of known PLO rep- 
resentatives has been categorically 
rejected by Israel. Tbe U.S., accord- 
ing to Secretary of State Geoige 
Shultz, is unwilling to agree to PLO 
participation in the joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation unless the 
PLO expressly recognizes Israel's 
right to exist and repudiates its char- 
ter calling for the destruction of 
Israel. 

PRIME MINISTER Peres has 
promulgated a peace plan, insisting 
upon direct negotiations between 
the concerned parties. Peres wel- 
comes the good offices of tbe U.S. as 
at Camp David in 1978. 

In a rather transparent attempt to 
satisfy Hussein's condition for an 
international umbrella, Peres sug- 
gests that the-permanent members of 
the UN Security Council join in 
endorsing direct negotiations - a 
proposal certain to be vetoed by the

HALACHAAND 
MODERN ISSUES 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - Reuven A1 berg’s artide 
(“Analysing an argument" - July 3), 
whilst presenting a fair critique of 
Paul Eidelberg's previous article 
concerning the release of the Jewish 
underground, etc., commits the 
same felony he accuses Eidelberg of 
committing - i.e. “argues other 
issues and slips in the main theme 
innocuously." 

In this case, Alberg “slips in” a 
scathing attack on Halacha and the 
potential of Tora legislation to stand 
up to the test of the 20th century and 
dismisses its capability by a few 
puerile examples which in them- 
selves were inaccurate. 

Alberg states that Jewish law has 
no provisions on many “modern 
issues" such as patents, censorship, 
modern communications, banking, 
unions, democratic voting, etc. etc. 
He may be right if he were to extract 
this from the ShuDian Aruch , written 
in the 16th century as a codification 
of the law relevant to that day, but if 
he were to study the Talmud in 
depth, he would find references 
which would bear similarity to 
present-day issues such as those 
listed above. This derives from the 
fact that the Talmud is not a law- . 
book - i.e. one cannot look up 
“patents" and find a list of laws -it is 
a record of discussions and state- 
ments of the oral law, handed down 
through the generations, and was 
meant as a basis for deriving law and 
not for fixing law. 

Obviously, the “thousands of rab- 
bis and 50,000 yeshiva students” will 
have difficulty in fixing the Halacha 
on every modern problem that may 
arise, and I would be the last to 
suggest that all our “religious” lead- 
ers are worthy of this task. But on 
many aspects, ways have been found 
to reconcile Halacha with a changing 
world without the need to change the 
basic axioms of Halacha or their 
rejection without hesitation, as 
does Alberg.

• Does 242 require tbe withdrawal of o 
Israeli armed forces from all of the tl 
territories occupied by Israel during 
the 1967 war? n 

THE ANSWER is no. In the resolu- a 
tion, the words “the”and “all" are n 
omitted. The French text of this n 
resolution reads otherwise. This has s 
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been explained as a vagary of French 
grammar. More importantly, it was 
tbe English and not the French text 
of the resolution which was adopted 
on November 22. 1967. Resolution 
242 calls for the withdrawal of the 
IDF from territories occupied in 
1967. without specifying the extent 
of the withdrawal. 

The resolution, therefore, neither 
commands nor prohibits total with- 
drawal. 

If the resolution is purposely ambi- 
guous on this crucial issue, bow is the 
withdrawal issue to be settled? 

THE ANSWER is by direct negotia- 
tions between the concerned parties. 
Resolution 242 calls for agreement 
between the parties in order io 
achieve a peaceful and accepted 
settlement. Agreement and accep- 
tance necessarily require negotia- 
tions. 

is 242 ambiguous about the need 
for negotiations? 

ANY AMBIGUITY in this regard 
has been resolved by Resolution 
338. unanimously .adopted by tbe 
Security Council on October 22. 
1973. It reaffirms 242 in all its parts 
and requires negotiations between 
the parties concerned aimed at 
establishing a just and durable peace 
in tbe Middle East. 
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Is 242 self-executing? . 

THE ANSWER is no. Negotiations 
are necessary to put flesh on the 
bones of the resolution, as 338 ack- 
nowledges. 

Is Israel's withdrawal confined to 
only “minor'* border rectifications? 
•NO. RESOLUTION 242 reaffirms 
the right of every state in the area “to 
live in peace wi thin secure and rec- 
ognized boundaries free from 
threats or acts of force. " 

Secure boundaries may require 
more extensive border modifications 
and other measures, such as de- 
militarized zones or border settle- 
ments (the All on plan), to assure 
security.

‘ FAIRNESS IN 
JOURNALISM

How are secure and recognized 
boundaries to be achieved to enable 
every state to live in peace five from 
threats or acts offeree? 

BY NEGOTIATION, agreement 
and accepted settlement. 

What of the language of 242 
“emphasizing the inadmfasflbiBty of 
the acquisition of territory by war?” 
THIS EXPRESSES a general princi- 
ple incorporated in the UN Charter 
and. unfortunately, more honoured 
in the breach than in the observance 
by many nations in the recent past. Lt 
is, however, qualified by the specific 
recognition of the right of every state 
in the area to live in peace within 
secure and recognized boundaries. 

Does 242 require Israel to recog- 
nize the FLO and to agree to the 
estabtisfamentof a Palestinian state 
on the West Bank? 

NO. THERE is no reference' to the 
PLO or to a Palestinian state in the 
resolution. It merely affirms the ne- 
cessity for achieving a just settle- 
ment of the refugee problem. 

However, in the Camp David 
accords Israel agreed tc “recognize 
the legitimate rights of the Palesti- 
nian people and their just require- 
ments." This is a gloss on 242. But it 
is a far' cry from requiring Israel to 
agree to the creation of a Palestinian 
state on the West Bank. 

Further, in the Camp David 
accords and the Israeli-Egyptian 
Peace Treaty, autonomy was to be 
granted with the issue of sovereignty 
deferred. 

Does 242 apply to the West Bank? 
YES. BUT subject to the fact that 
the West Bank’s pre-1967 bound- 
aries were not recognized interna- 
tionally as were Sinai's. The 1949 
armistice lines and the language of 
the armistice agreements are subject 
to change and modification in nego- 
tiations. Jordan, it must be recalled, 
seized the West Bank by war in 1948. 


No Arab state recognized this sei- 
zure. Onlv Great Britain and Pakis- 
tan did so. Thus the legal status of 
the West Bank under international 
law is by no means clear. 

Does 242 apply to Jerusalem? 

NO. THE City of Peace was not 
mentioned in 24 2. Its legislative his- 
' tory shows that the ultimate status of 
Jerusalem is to be settled in negotia- 
tions between the concerned parties. 

What about the Gaza Strip? 

THE GAZA Strip has never been 
included in the internationally rec- 
ognized boundaries of Egypt- 
although Egypt was the administra- 
tive power before 1967. The ultimate 
fete of the Gaza district is also to be 
determined by negotiations. 

Does 242 apply. to the Golan 
Heights? 

YES, SUBJECT to the fixing of 
secure and recognized boundaries by 
negotiations. But Syria is adamant in 
refusing to negotiate with Israel. 

Further, Syria has never accepted 
242 and has constantly maintained 
that it is at war with Israel. This is 
contrary to 242. which calls for the 
“termination of all claims or states of 
belligerency" between the parties. 

Finally, since 242 and 338 call for 
negotiations and inasmuch as Syria 
has refused to negotiate a peace 
settlement with Israel, the estab- 
lished rule of international law is 
applicable - that one party to a 
conflict cannot rely upon the laws of 
war while insisting that the other 
party adhere to the laws of peace. 

What are the prospects of a com- 
prehensive peace in the Middle East? 
PROMISING, BUT by no means 
cer tain . Considering past abortive 
peace efforts, optimism must be 
guarded.
